Hi Gang, 


I spent the day in the Hamvention flea market, doing both buying and 
selling. Sold almost immediately my round emblem KWM2A, and a bit later in 
the day a PM-2 supply. Didn't sell any other BAs, but had many favorable 
comments on them. I probably priced them too high; I guess I've put so many 
hours into restoring them I couldn't bear parting with them! Only thing I 


bought besides odds and ends was a Rockwell Collins 180S-1, for which I 
paid too much. 


There were many boatanchors for sale this year, but the vast majority 
seemed to me to be in mediocre to poor condition. Saw several 75A-4s (one 
guy had several for $1K apiece), a couple of KWM-1s, one of which seemed 
pretty dirty and had a missing amplifier compartment cover. Asking price 
for it was $1200 (including ac and dc power supply). Saw a beautiful S-38B 
go for $35, Also saw a beautiful Hallicrafters Sky Buddy --nicest I've 
seen -- marked at $150. 


Oddly, I didn't see any EF Johnson gear. Closest I came to seeing any was 
a photo of K9RJ's desk KW (sitting next to one of his two KWis!) Maybe I 
just didn't wander down the right rows. 


Saw a pristine SX-101A for $175, several DX-35s and DX-40s ($30-$40). Lots 
of KWM-2s with prices all over the map; most were not very clean. I think 
some of last year's surplused Fair Radio Sales M2s were finding their way 
back into the market. 


Saw lots of Drake gear, reasonably priced for the most part, several 
NCX-3s, a couple of HRO-60s and an HRO-50T1, with prices from $250-$450, 
depending on condition, number of coil sets, and whether they had a 
matching speaker. 


Everybody was talking about the $17,000 KW-1 that Dave Rawley brought to 
sell, but I didn't actually see the beast. 


The weather was clear and cool, bordering on chilly. The crowd seemed a 
little thinner to me compared to previous years, but everybody was having a 
great time. 


I think most people don't want to buy heavy items at Dayton. The shuttle 
bus system of ferrying people to Hara Arena from remote shopping centers 
really discourages boatanchor buyers. 


It seemed to me there was more interest in boatanchors this year among the 
crowd, but not too many people were buying. Of course it was just day 1, so 


perhaps folks were waiting for prices to drop. 


I live just 50 minutes from the Hamvention, so I'll go back later this 
weekend and check the inside exhibits. 


Saw a bunch of folks from the List. Maybe we should organize our own 
banquet or hospitality suite next year.

OK, fixing this requires: 

1) Tiny tools, tweesers, etc. 

2) Steady Hands, (No coffee first.) 
3) Some time. 

4) A six-pack. 


Here is the drill: 


Usually three (sometimes four) meter balance weights on the movement. 

At the pivots, it looks a little like a cross with the long end the pointer. 
The other three parts of the cross will have little teny tiny weights on them. 
(Sometimes the pointer does also.) 

Short the winding(s) o£ the meter movement to improve damping of the movement. 
A piece of wire between the electrical connections on the back will do fine. 
Hold the meter with it's face towards you and as close to level as you can. 
Rotate the meter until the pointer is straight up. note how far from zero 

you are. 

Turn 180 degrees, pointer now pointing straight down. note how far from 

zero again. 

Going back and forth, move the weights on the cross-bar (90 degrees from the 
pointer) slightly, trying 

to reduce the error with each pass. When straight up and straight down read 
the same, your done. 

Now follow the same procedure with the pointer at 90 and 270 degrees, 


(pointing left, then right.) 

again by moving the weights as litttle as possable work towards the same 
amount of error. 

When you are done, the pointer will read the same at all four cardinal 
points, 0, 90, 180, 270 degrees. 

Now adjust the meter pointer to zero.... 

Hope that was clearer than mud.. :-) Much easier to show than describe via 
e-mail.... :-)

Since Don, mentioned the free Howard he got from Ron Merrell, I will 
mention the NC-60 I got from Ron. Thanks Ron (Sounds like the Howard will 
be more fun to have and use :-) 


The NC-60 (I have no idea what the "special means") is basically a 
repackaged SW-54, a 5 tube AC/DC "A5" set complete with oscillating 

IF type BFO. This unit was quite clean, had a weak 12BE6, and a missing 
speaker (took 10 minutes to find an install a replacement). The layout 

is quite nice and spread out on a rather large chassis, making it easy 

to work on. Only mods were a jack added on cardboard back for speaker 

and a 40 uF cap added between B- and chassis ground (immediately removed - 
what the hell was that for)? 


Interesting that the chassis is copper plated. 
Audio was wide open response so the 10 kHz hetrodynes on the BC band were 


quite noticeable. I added a .005 cap across the 50C5 grid resistor to 
roll off the highs - much more pleasant to listen to.

This set reminds me of the hot chassis safety discussions we have had 
here. The chassis is NOT isolated from the cabinet but the B- is 
floating. Only cap I saw (quick glance) was a .01 cap from B+ to 
chassis (wierd).

The set works as expected - like most cheap AA5 sets. I am surprised 
National went thru the effort on this one when it has no advantages 
over the SW-54, except a bit more modern styling.

The latter company originated with a classmate of mine who 
was originately employed by GR but left them to start up his own company when 
it became obvious that GR was not interested in making very high power 
variable transformers: and, in addition ,had rejected his idea of using high 

permeability wound wire cores instead of steel laminations used in GR 
Variacs. As I understand it wire the big ones possible. He did very well 
indeed at the business ! I have to be careful when I talk with him by 
referring to variable transformers as Variacs--- tho indeed it is the better 
known name.

The 38233 is one of a few tubes that still used the old, pre-war Navy 
type number system (the other being the 38250, aka 0D3) into World War 
2. It apparently is some special Navy subtype of a commercial type (I 
think in the 1600 series - my xTube Lorex is unavailable right now) that 
never went away. 


Most Navy tubes prior to 1940 had this weird renumbering. Like the VT- 
series in the Signal Corps, the military abandoned the system when the 


number of types grew far beyond a few hundred. 


*xTube Lorex has a listing of all of the known class 38 tubes. A few of 
the missing numbers (like 38002) are actually sockets. 


38233s are still to be found - just look in the back of the bins of tubes 
at the fests. 


And of course, if anyone finds any class 38 tubes (other than the two 
listed above), I would be mighty interested in talking trade.
